A GOOD SCHEME 

‘The report that the Japanese Cabinet will

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TSINGTAO AND AFTER 
Jan, 12. 


With the fall of Tsingtao and its occupa 
ton by Japanese naval forees, save for that| 
portion ‘of southern Shantung which the| 
Chinese “have not. yet vacated, China's 
coastline from Shanhalkuan to Hangchow is| 
now under Japanese military domination, 
‘That amounts to practically half its total 
Tength. “It is not to be expected that the 
Chinese will remain long in that portion of| 
the province which is stil thelrs, for the 
advance of the Japanese northwards from| 
Pukow towards “Hsuchowfu must weaken! 
whatever resistance the Chinése contemplate| 
offering along the Lunghal Railway in the 
defence works which have been under pre~ 
paration for some considerable time, and the| 
gradual closing’ of the gap between the 
Tapanese forces coming southwards and those| 
‘advancing north is creating a trap from 
whieh the Chinese commanders will un- 
doubtedly seek to extricate themselves by a 
vapid retréat to the west. ‘Tsingtao has 
escaped much damage beyond that which 
was done to Japanese properties prior to the 
Aight of the Chinese authorities, and the fact| 
that the city was handed over. in such com- 
paratively good shape is largely due to the! 
foresight of the foreign residents who took! 
contiol with assistance of Chinese bodies and 
maintained peace and”good order during the 
interregnum. The task confronting the! 
‘Japanese in reorganizing ‘Tsingtao should not| 
bbe'a dificult one. Their previous adminis 
tration of the place was sueh as to commend 
Itself to the local Chinese to whom they will 
not appear the ogres they seem to be in 
localities to which Japanese control comes as 
‘a new experience. ‘That, in all. probability 
‘accounts for the fact that, though large num. 
bors of Tsingtag Chinese’ fled into the coun- 
tryside following the departure of Admiral 
Shen Hung-liéh and his staff, they had 
already commenced to return a9 Soon as they 
realized that the situation had developed 
along lines which precluded any serious fight~ 
ing in defence of the city. En passant, 
reference may suitably, be made to the 
‘manner in which Admiral Shen governed the 
city during his term of office and the excellent 
way In which he was developing it. 


This further Japanese success coincides 
with’ two other important developments. "It 
is clear that the second German attempt to 
mediate between the'two warring countries 
has failed, and this is realized at a time when. 
the Japanese were about to hold an Imperial 
Conference, the fifth of its kind in Japanese! 
history. What will be decided at that august 
meeting, presided ‘over by the Etnperor will 
probably be known by the time these lines 
‘appear, but the fact that it’has been called 
at all’ indicates that important and  far- 
Yeaching decisions are about to be made. 
‘There can be no doubt about it: whether| 
or not the. Imperial Conference decides, 
fs some observers believe it will, upon 
the prosecution of relentless warfare, there 
will certainly “be no amelioration ” of 
Japan's present attitude towards China. 
Her terms for peace have been announced, 
they have been resolutely refused by the 
Chinese government, and all that remains for 
the Japanese is to seek to force acceptance 
‘of them by further military action. The 
pinion is held in some German quarters that 
the fall of Tsingtao is the prelude to engage- 
‘ment by the Japanese forces in adventures in 
south China, and that a drive on Canton is 
contemplated in the event of China remaining 
obdurate, ‘That has long been anticipated 
‘and the ‘picture of Japan in control of the 
whole of China's coastline comes with no 
dramatic suddenness, It would be inevitable 
in the prosecution of any plan contemplated 
under Japan's readiness to undertake a four 
‘year campaign, and the cutting of one of the 
remaining Chinese supply lines would appear 
to be'a prime military necessity in any such 
scheme. That it adds considerable gravity 
to the @itlook eannot be denied, but the fact 
has to be faced that at the moment there are 
absolutely no factors operating for peace, and 
while the Japanese might even now like to 
see a cessation of hostilities which must 
prove an increasing financial embarrassment 
to them there is no intention of stopping 
short of the attainment of their minimum 
desiderata, ‘That neutrals will regard such a 
prospect with dismay is natural. Their trade 
with China is likely to suffer a lengthy period| 
of dislocation, and the danger of further com- 
plications must increase with the lengthening 
‘of hostilities and thelr extension over a wider| 
area, 

‘Those who believe that the financial state 
‘of Japan precludes the idea of a lengthy war| 
should disabuse themselves of the idéa. It] 
is true that Japan has been preparing for this] 
‘event for years past, and, if she had not, the 

Great War should be suf 
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will still remain that though irregular bands| 
may still continue t9 harass the invaders, it 
‘will be the harassment of armies in occupa-| 
tion, and can only hope to succeed by the 
attrition of Japanese resources which may 
take quite as long os the four-year-campaign| 
‘which the Japanese contemplate, if not longer. | 
China will look to Russia for anything more 
than material assistance in vain. Militarily, 
large though Russia's forees are, intervention 
is not yet possible, The Bolsheviks have] 
created a vast military machine, but apart} 
from the question of morale, the organization | 
Of this machine is far ahead of the economic, 
technical ‘and administrative development of] 
the country, and it is faced at present with 
the constant danger that mobilization of its} 
full strength would bring about a supply! 
crisis, even if there should be sufficient stocks] 
of material available. Tt will not be until 
this danger is removed that Russia may be 
regarded as a practical factor in the Far East, 
for though it might be able to fight a de- 
fensive war with success, intervention, which| 
would require an offensive, cannot be con-| 
templated until the whole of the Russian| 
system is brought up to the efficient standards! 
of its army. 











STATESMANSHIP

‘The letter which Mr. Cordell Hull, US. 
Secretary of State, addressed to Mr.’ John! 
Garner, Vice-President, in reply to a com- 
munication conveying’ Senate resolution 
requesting specific information concerning, 
‘American interests in. the Far East, js an 
important, one. Its significance is increased 
by the defeat of the Ludlow resolution in the 
House of Representatives, for that resolution| 
requiring a. national referendum on the 
subject of entering or not entering into war 
was calculated to weaken the authority of 
‘Congress and the Administration, and, had it 
‘been passed, would, to a very great’ extent, 
have robbed Mr. Hull's communication of| 
much of its meaning. Mr, Hull has enun~ 
lated “the high principles governing  the| 
‘Administration's attitude towards the pos- 
sibility of war, and in doing so has done! 
‘much to restore confidence amongst Amevicans| 
resident in China. It needs to be remembered, 
to use the Secretary's own words, that “the 
United States is deeply interested in support- 
ing by peaceful means all influences con- 
tributory to the preservation and encourage- 
ment of orderly processes.” That interest is 
not based upon the dimensions of American 
trade with or investments in China, and even 
transcends the question of safeguarding the 
immediate welfare of American citizens 
in this country. The same applies to 
the US, Gaveroment’s attitude concerning 
situations elsewhere in the world, and may be| 
{aken as a general expression of policy, as] 
forthright as it is encouraging. It is one of 
the most significant utterances that has been 
made for some years past, and should give 
certain nations furiously to'think. ‘There has 
een no retreat from the position already’ 
taken up with regard to these hostilities in 
the Far East, and though at frst reading this 
would seem to be the case, on consideration it 
Js apparent that American policy has been 
rendered all the stronger because of the 
high plane of thought which dictated such a 
communication. American foreign policy is 
rot controlled by the thought ‘of dollars and 
‘cents, nor by the fact that American interests 
‘abroad may as the result of the unfortunate 
fctions “of others pass under a temporary, 
shadow, but by the adherence to principles, 
Which, were they accepted by the whole of| 
the world, would bring about that peace] 
which it $0 sadly needs. 

‘As Mr. Hull rightly says, there is a broader 
and much more fundamental interest than the 
narrow one which he disclaims: it is that 
orderly processes in international relationships 
bbe maintained. In those words the Secretary 
of State has set the face of his government 
against all the disorder which at _present| 
prevalls and re-enunciates a doctrine for 
Which the United States has always stood, 
fone upon which the good government of the 
‘world must ultimately:be based. When the 
Rrmness which Washington has displayed 
during recent months is recalled, when its 
{infinite patience is remembered, it is perfectly 
‘apparent that-American policy in the Far| 
East has been fitted into the general foreign 
policy, and kept in its proper perspective 
‘The reiteration of the stand adopted by the 
‘Administration, is, to some extent, a rebuke| 
to those members of the Senate who sought 
to reduce the question to a purely, and im-| 
‘mediate material issue—were American in-| 
{eresis in the Far East sufficiently large  to| 
Justify intervention in the struggle now going| 
‘on? President Roosevelt's administration re~ 
fused to accept that particular yardstick as the! 
measure of what the United States should, or 
should not do. It.is emphasized that the! 
Government is affording the appropriate 
protection and assistance for its nationals in| 
‘China as it has always done. ‘There is not} 
the slightest suggestion that those fundamental 
duties will at any time be neglected, and, 
What is even more important, is the definite 
assurance that the principles for which the 
‘United States stands will be thoroughly vin~ 
@icated if and when such action becomes| 
necessary. In its endeavours to prevent in- 
volvement in the disputes of other countries, 











| Ameriea hhas of late shown enormous patienco| 
and great restraint. It has already been 
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pointed out that the sinking of the USS. 
Panay in ‘other years would have constituted 
an adequate cisus belli, That it did not on 
this occasion is not to be taken as any in- 
dlication of weakening adherence to principle. 
Rather was it dictated by a desire to take 
no such action as would inevitably have 
brought an extension of the present unhappy 
conflict, and it has been amply demonstrated 
that iC limits of national patience have been 
somewhat extended, those limits still remain 
and need to be mbst religiously respected by 
others. 

‘Therelwill be some who will complain that 
the American Government is taking, too 
idealistic a view. Those who do are'mistaken, 
‘There have been many occasions in the his- 
tory of the great republic when its ideals have 
completely governed its actions, arid the moral 
salvation of a nation is sure if it ean realize 
first principles and vender to them the devo- 
tion which is to be found in Mr. Hull's letté 
So many who call themselves realists, such as 
those who assisted in passing the ‘Senate's 
resolution, are in fact not realists at all: they 
are merely the servants of expediency, and i 
nation which resorts to a policy of expedient 
not only heads itself for eventual trovble, 
‘engenders within itself the germs of moral 
cay. In this connection reference may be 
hhad to the comment of the New York “Times” 
dealing with the defeat of the Ludlow Resch 
tion. American sentiment, it asserts, is turn- 
ing towards a more willing acceptance of the 
responsibilities of leadership which naturally 
{all upon a great, world Power. ‘Those respon- 
sibilities are accepted without qualification 
jn the communication under notice, "Ac- 
ceptance involves recognition of the fact that 
the ‘United States cannot seek refuge" in 
Isolation, and turns its back on the policy 
Which Ied to the passing of the Neutrality 
‘Acts of 1935-36, It would be vastly improper 
for this journal to characterize those Acts in 
the terms used by the above-mentioned organ. 
‘That they are open to criticism has been 
Glearly shown in recent developments, If 
thelr application is forced, by reason of what 
fever decisions may have been reached at 
Tuesday's meeting of the Japanese Imperial 
Conference, it will be regretted, but this 
significant fact emerges from consideration of 
the letter: in certain events the United States 
Government might be forced to suspend their 
operation, but that will only be if it finds 
Itself called upon to take action in defence of 
‘hose high principles which have so strongly 
‘been emphasized, 























A REFUGEE SCHEME 
Jan, 14. 


‘This journal is in receipt of a document 
describing a reclamation reliet plan for the 
improvement of the lot of some quarter of 
4 million refugees which the authors declare 
are being eared for by charity organizations 
fof one sort or another in Shanghai, The 
plan has been prepared by a number of 
‘energetic Chinese gentlemen one of whom 
has forwarded a copy of the scheme for this 
forgan's consideration, It is most praise 
‘worthy that there are inembers of the Chinese 
community willing to seek means for re- 
dressing the evil lot of their countrymen in 
‘hese areas, and if there is any criticism of 
the scheme to be found in this column it 
Js to be taken os a compliment in that the 
plan has been found worthy of such atten- 
tion, Briefly the plan is to form a company 
for the settlement of the refugees, or some 
of them in other provinces, to establish them 
‘on the land, to finance thelr endeavours, ad~ 
‘minister social, educational, medical and re- 
creational activities for the well-being of the 
refugees and to devise and carry ott recla~ 

tion and business projects of the company. 
pital for the company shall come from 
relief organizations, cooperative societies, 
government and private banks and public 
subscriptions. ‘The profits of the enterprise 
shall go as to 40 per cent. to the subscribers 
fof the capital, and as to 60 per cent. to the 
betterment of the lot of the refugees, The 
former may. be used for the extension of 
the work or returned to investors as. divi- 
dends if so desired. ‘The settlement of the 
refugees on suitable land shall be by units 
of 200 families, or approximately 1,000 souls, 

eluding men and women under thirty years 
of age and children, and they shall cultivate 
20,000 mow of land. ‘The scheme provides 
for the furnishing of agricultural implements 
to the settlers on credit, the bullding of 
nial temporary quarters, for them, their 
administrators, schools and hospitals. It is 
estimated that it would cost $100,000 to settle 
such a unit, and if $10,000,000 could be 
raised, the compilers ‘say, 100,000 persons 
could ‘be relieved, 20,000 ‘homes built “and 
Shanghai's refugee problem would in a large 
part be reduced, if rot entirely solved. 

It was proposed to purchase land in 
Kwangsi, priced as low as $200 for 20,000 
moWv, described as suitable for dealing with 
produets ranging from vice to tung oll trees. 
That from the local point of view is the 
principal objection to the scheme. Any pro- 
posal which now contemplates the xemaval 
of a substantial proportion of the Chinese 
formerly resident around this port to districts 
as far distant as the province suggested may 
operate against the future prosperity of this 
area. The refugee problem with which 
Shanghai is faced is a temporary one. ‘That 














its solution may be somewhat delayed is un- 
fortunately true, but any such scheme as 
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that suggested would only be in the best in 
terests of this locality and the people them- 
selves if the present dislocation were likely 
to be a permanent one, something which 
eannot for-one moment be believed. It is 
‘as much in the interests of the Japanese as| 
the Chinese themselves that these people 
seeking shelter in -the foreign areas should 
go back as soon as possible to their farms 
in the neighbourhood, and though there will 
always be some criticism of the slowness 
with which the Japanese are taking steps to} 
Improve conditions, the transfer to other’ 


districts of workers whose homes are around the 


Shanghal would be to render this port | 
definite disservice, without necessarily doing: 
the refugees themselves any particular good. 
‘Sight should not be lost of the fact that there 
is no guarantee at present that the removal 
of these people to the province of Kwangsi 
‘would secure them permanently peaceful sur~ 
roundings, and it is not without the bounds: 
of probability that they would ultimately find 
themselves removed from the comparatively 
temperate heat of the frying pan, to the 
greater blaze of the fire. There is also some: 
criticism to be expressed concerning the 
quarters from which it is designed to, draw’ 
capital, and it is extremely doubtful whether: 
rellef organizations would be legally entitled 
to make the capital investments which the 
scheme envisages and the promoters will if 
they go further in the matter, have to decide 
whether it shall be on a purely charitable 
‘or a business basis, 

‘That, however, is a minor point, ‘The real 
‘question exercising the minds of those caring 
for the large number of peasant refugees in 
‘Shanghai is to the best means of putting 
these people back on the Jand which they 
have worked for generations, under condi- 
tions with which they are perfectly acquaint- 
ed, That, judging from authoritative state- 
ments, is by no means as expensive a proce- 
dure as that contemplated by the originators 
‘of the plan under review. It is said that to) 
ft @ peasant so that he would be able to, 
return to his land and carry on, would ne~ 
cessitate the provision of seed and the rough 
implements which he uses, together with some 
sustenance for the few months which will 
have to pass before the spring crops come 
in, and would require a very small amount} 
compared with that suggested in this scheme. 
But even if the return of local market 
gardeners, and the like to thelr holdings 
were as costly as this proposed migration to 
Kwangsi, the balance would still swing in 
favour of the contention here put forward 
that any resettling scheme should have due 
regard to the future needs of Shanghai, and 
this certainly appears to have escaped. the 
notice of the proposers of this one. It is’ not 
suggested for one moment that there is no 
‘merit in the proposal. There is a great deal, 
‘and as a purely commercial undertaking for| 
the purpose of relieving congested areas 
would have much to commend it, but it is 
uncertain that it would operate either to the 
lasting benefit of Shanghai, or of those it is 
apparently sought to assist. Not only that, 
it i apparent that to make the scheme 
capable of providing any real solution of 
Shanghal’s present difficulties the huge sum 
‘of something in the neighbourhood of $10,- 
(000,000 would be necessary to settle under 
half of Shanghat's enforced guests. That would 
require a great deal of raising. Indeed it 
may be safely sald that it would be impos- 
sible to secure any such sum. In the mean- 
time funds are urgently needed for the press- 
ing requirements of local refugees, and, 
though an immense amount has already been 
seeured and laid out in excellént manner, 
much more is still needed. ‘The immediate 
‘question is—where is it coming trom? 














THE POSTPONEMENT

‘The report that the liaison conference 
between members of the Japanese Govern: 
ment and Imperial Headquarters, which wa 
to have met to-day to consider a public 
Statement clarifying Japan's attitude and 
Policies towards China, will not be held this 
fvoek has given rise to all manner of specula~ 
tion, No reason has been given, but the most 
commonly accepted story is that Tokyo. is 
awaiting further reports upon the attitude of 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, indicating 
belief that there may be some modification of 
the very firm stand he originally took to- 
wards the Japanese terms for cessation of 
hostilities, As was pointed out at the time, 
those terms amounted toa demand for uncon 
ditional surrender and it was not surprising that 
the Chinese leader should have rejected them. 
Indeed, had he accepted, it would have been 
50 complete a volte face,, in circumstances 
which so many Chinese would contend made it 
Unnecessary and improper, that it is doubtful 
Whether the Generalissimo's authority would 
have remained intact thereafter. “Not only that 
Japanese initial successes had been foreseen 
‘nd the fact that they eame up to expectation 
in no way daunted’ the Chinese Government 
which “had been preaching consistently the 
possibility of a long-drawn-out struggle as 
the. only means of transforming original 
Japanese vielory into the ardently wished-for| 
defeat, Towards that end there has been a 
change in China's methods of warfare and 
for the’ future a relinguishment of the use of 
tnassed forces is contemplated and the adop- 
Hon of guerilla tactics which are reported to 
have proved successfulin north China. Tt has 
been amply proved that despite the desperate 





courage of the Chinese soldier, inadequate] 
equipment makes iim no real match for the 
highly organized and maintained Japanese 
forces in the mass, though the methods now 
‘contemplated may present the Japanese with 
a large number of elusive opponents difficult] 
to get at or defeat. 

‘There is every reason to. believe that] 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek will be| 
anxious to give the general adoption of the| 
new method sufficient trial before making any’ 
change in the position he has already taken 
up. It seems generally accepted now that! 

Imperial Conference’ in Tokyo was not 
for the purpose of declaring war, but for the 
‘consideration of such other steps short of it) 
‘as might be considered appropriate, If the! 
speculations of the Japanese press as to what! 
has been decided are correct, and represent] 
all that has been @one, it must be confessed 
that the parturition of ‘the mountain has re- 
sulted in the production of a remarkably’ 
small rodent, The recognition of the autono- 
mous governmenttin Peiping is a foregone 
conclusion: it would be amazing if Japan 
showed any reluctance~ to recognize an 
‘organization of its own creation, no matter 
how imperfect it may be or how radical a 
departure it is from original plans.- The 
withdrawal of Mr. S. Kawagoe, Japanese] 
‘Ambassador to China, is also regarded as| 
‘a possibility but even that should prove 
no serious blow to China. ‘The continuance of] 
his presence in this country after the com-| 
‘mencement of hostilities was one of those] 
peculiar anomalies with which the present] 
situation abounds. His withdrawal prior to} 
the firing of the first shot would have been 
the proper thing in the ordinary course of] 
events, as a diplomatic prelude to war, and] 
for him to be recalled now would mean that] 
Japan was at last taking those steps which| 
‘would place these present hostilities in proper} 
perspective and give them that implied de- 
finition which up to the moment has been’ 
denied, 

‘There is something in the belief that 
moderate opinion is making headway in| 
Japan, From the very commencement of 
this tragic affair it has been apparent that a 
very important section af Japanese public! 
opinion has watched with dismay what has} 
been taking place. For the moment, owing 
to the general enthusiasm for war engendered) 
by eMcient control of the Japanese press, 
that particular schoo! of thought was rendered) 

articulate. It is so still, so far as public 
utterances and writings are concerned, and| 
with the military and naval eastes so firmly’ 
in the saddle {$ likely to continue so, That} 
does not, however, prevent the exercise of| 
subterranean influence. Should Hankow 
remain obdurate in its refusal to accept | 
Japanese terms, the growth of that influence) 
is Ikely to receive a severe but temporary’ 
setback, but sooner or later it will attain! 
‘sufflcient proportions to bring about som? 
moderation of present Japanese counsels. 
‘This moderate school of thought realizes that} 
the full extent of Japanese naval and military] 
commitments in China has not yet been! 
reached, that they will continue to increase 
in an almost geometrical progression, for so] 
Jong as Hankow reinains in its present temper, 
Japanese ambitions can only be realized by) 
the complete subjugation of the country by! 
the exercise of much larger forces than have} 
been used up to the present, imposing as| 
they have been, In the meantime Japan, an} 
essentially commercial nation, is suffering by 
reason of the limitations it has been found] 
necessary to impose on its trade and the 
growing reluctance of the public in certain| 
Important customer nations to purchase its 
goods. Exchange restrictions and all devices! 
for the protection of Japan's financial position] 
may prove successful in that respect, but 
the industry and cammerce of the nation are 
paying a high price. There is every reason, 
therefore, to believe that Japanese economists| 
‘are as desirous of peace as reports from| 
Tokyo suggest. They would heartily 
welcome Chiang Kai-shek’s acceptance of the! 
terms offered, but if the Generalissimo decides 
for the present to continue the struggle no] 
great surprise need be felt, for with all her] 
Successes Japan is rot likely to emerge trom 
It scatheless. : 











HUNGJAO OUTRAGE 
Jan. 17. 


‘So much death and destruction has been 
inflicted upon this unhappy country during 
the past five months that the slaughter of 
three, patient, old Chinese countrywomen in| 
the Hungiao area seems but a mere drop in 
the ocean of misery with which China has 
been inundated. So much horror has been| 
perpetrated that the death and injury meted 
out by a drunken Japanese soldier upon some 
fof the few Chinese who stayed outside the 
foreign areas or have: ventured to return to| 
‘the forsaken country adds but little to the] 
‘sum total of grief and dismay which is felt. 
‘That is a sadly cynical way of looking at the 
matter which may commend itself to some, 
but the story published in yesterday's issue 
has graver and more serious implications.| 
[When the Chinese forces had retreated from| 
the environs of there was a general 
desire on the part of foreign and’ Chinese| 
residents to return to their homes, the first 
to enjoy: the delights of their country pro- 
perties, the latter to get back to thelr work 
from which they wrest so frugal a living. 
‘They were fobbed off with one excuse ar| 





another for a very long time, and, though

eign residents with their servants in the 
country west of Shanghai and the re-establish- 
ment of confidence, Chinese might be ex- 
pected to go back to the land elsewhere with 
‘greater specd.

‘A young Japanese soldier, inflamed with 
‘arrogance, drunkenness and lust, has brutal- 
ly murdered three inoffensive, old, “Chin 
ese women, injured a number of others 
‘and spread terror throughout the neighbour- 
‘hood « He has done something more which is of 
the gravest concern to the Japanese authorities 
themselves. By his conduct he has cast a 
grave blot upon the reputation of the Japanese | 
‘and has committed the grievous offence of| 
insulting the very uniform he wears, and it 
must be rerrembered that there is, in other 
instances avery tender regard for its sacred- 
ness and honour, Let there be fo mistake] 
about it: that man Is a standing reproach to} 
the official insignia he wears in indication of; 
his military service to his country: These arc! 
strong words, but they are written in full 
realization of all that they mean, This was 
not one of the many deplorable cases which 
marked the entry into and occupation of| 
Nanking. There, at least, it can be said that} 
those guilty ‘of outrage in that city entered| 
it while the blood lust was upon them, and 
men in that condition are difficult to restrain, 
‘as every commander in military history has} 
reason to know only too well. Here, months) 
‘after the heat of battle has passed away,| 
murder—that is what it is—and mayhem have 
been committed upon the very people whose 
confidence the Japanese authorities are so 
desirous of gaining. It will be argued that} 
‘such occurrences as these are bound to hap-| 
pen in the circumstances prevailing at the 
moment. To a very large extent that is true, 
but the behaviour of the Japanese forces in 
Hongkew itself, right under the very eyes of 
authority, is not entirely free from criticism, 
and if that is the case how can it be. expected 
that, distant from control as this young 
soldier was on Thursday afternoon, his con- 
duet should be any better? That it was in- 
finitely worse is all the more to be régretted. 

‘Unfortunately the finality of death pre- 
cludes any possibility of the wrongs of theso| 
three women being redressed. ‘There is| 
reason to believe that until well into Satur- 
‘day afternoon some at least of the Japanese 
‘authorities were unaware of what had oc~ 
curred. But it should not, even now, be 
impossible to discover the soldier guilty of| 
this grievous outrage. It is believed that the] 
Japanese command, as it is of 
honourable men, will do its best to dis- 
cover the perpetrator of this offence and 
bring him to punishment, For two reasons 
this is desirable, ‘The honour of one of the 
proudest military castes in the world is in~ 
volved, and it is imperative from its own| 
point of view that its discipline should be) 
thoroughly vindicated. And then, it is neces~| 
sary that steps should be taken to rectify’ 
the harm done by the destruction of that 
confidence without which the Chinese who: 
have fled the countryside will not return. 
Nor is it likely that foreign residents will go 
back to their houses beyond the railway| 
while the danger of a repetition of such a 
crime still exists, ‘The surroundings of| 
‘Shanghai cannot be left desolate wastes in- 
definitely, ‘Their early rehabilitation is as 
necessary for Japanese policy as it is for the} 
‘welfare of this international city, one in which 
the Japanese have as much stake as practi- 
cally any other foreign nation. Yet no| 
Chineso, who can possibly avoid it, will wish 
to run the risk of going back, nor subject iis 
‘womenfolk to the dangers indicated, and if 
they will not, then all this rich agricultural 
rea must continue to remain unproductive| 
and a standing reproach to the men who 
made it 50. 











LONDON CONFERENCE 


Jan, 18. 


‘The latest telegrams suggest that there is 
a danger that the Anglo-Eire conference 
Which was to open in London yesterday will} 
probably fail on the question of the union of 
Northern Ireland with the new state under] 
‘Mr, de Valera, ‘That is not the only subject] 
to be discussed in London, for there-are the 
‘questions of a trade agreement between the] 
two negotiating parties, and the defence of} 
Ireland to be considered. With regard to the} 
former, the economic war, which arose out} 
of the refusal of Mr. de Valera to continue the 
payment of the Land Annulties to Great 
Britain, it has long been conceded that It has 
proved of rio yeal benefit to either, and prob- 
ably the only justification for its continuance] 
es In the fact that it was embarked upon for 
the vindication of Britain’s well defined rights 
in the matter, and amounted to an effort to 
‘extract from the Frée State's trade with the| 
|mother country by means of customs tariffs 
‘sums on which the Free State government) 
had defaulted, The, troable may' be settled| 








by some sort of compromise. It is hoped| 
that this will be the’case, for Great Britain 
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believed, with the full re-settlement of for-| ground 


would display lamentable weakness were it 
to abandon the position it has already taken 
up and make a complete. surrender on the 
point. It may be argued that concessions 
have to be made, but there is not a little 

for suggesting that Mr. de Valera’s 
policy towards Whitehall has all along been 
30 opportunist that a very unpleasant word 
might with perfect justice be applied to it, 
‘The defence of Eire is a British responsibility 
‘and in addition to-the fact that Queenstown 
‘and Berchaven are used as naval bases, there 
{s also the proposal to establish in the country 
an adequate air base. The existence of the 
naval bases hhas consistently een, resented 
by the party'which Mr. de Valera leads as 
amounting to a derogation of the ‘country’s 
‘complete: independence, Nevertheless they 
‘are essential to any scheme for the defence 
of the whole of the British Isles'and though 
there is that objection to them, it is dimieult 
to see how Great Britain can make any change 
in her policy in that respect. 

Reading between the lines it is apparent 
that Mr, de Valera is taking two pigs to 
market in exchange for which he. requires 
payment in the shape of the embodiment of 
Northern Ireland into the state which “he 
has succeeded in forming, He hopes by 
making sultable concessions over the question 
‘of the economic war and the defence of 
Ireland to persuade Whitehall to agree to the 
union of Ireland and thereby bring about the 
complete state of Eire, which when persuad- 
ing the Dail to, accept that name, he stated 
was his object. ‘The existerice in Dublin of 
general opinion to the effect that Eire should 
‘embark on a programme of national defence 
‘means very little. It is certain that Eire 
it is now, or even. with the inclusion of 
Northern Ireland would be in no financial 
position to provide defence caleulated to be 
able to withstand aggression without _as- 
sistance from Great Britain, ‘That assistance 
would have to be given in any event, for the 
rest of the United Kingdom would not tolerate 
for one moment the occupation of southern 
Ireland by any alien State. "It follows, there- 
fore, that even if Ireland could afford the 
establishment and maintenance of adequate 
defences, there would be no particular relief 
to British responsibilities in the matter, for 
Britain would, despite st, have to make her 
‘own provisions against any such unfortunate 
situation arising, ‘The propinquity of Ireland 
to the rest of the British Isles must always 
complicate the consideration of such demands 
as Mr, de Valera may bring forward, but it 
is quite clear that Whitehall will make no 
concessions which might ultimately embarrass 
the defence of the United Kingdom as a 
whole. A threat to deny the use of the'two 
naval bases might cause grave concern, but 
it shouldbe remembered that that right is, 
conveyed by agreement, the denunciation of 
which might lead to other and more serious 
gimeuites, as much for Dublin as for white- 

all, 

‘The Loyalist Party in Northern Iraland is, 
naturally perturbed by the statement that 
partition is in the melting pot, and the pos- 
sibility of unton being agreed to by Great 

Jn. The attitude of unconcern taken up 
by Viscount Graigavon shows complete con~ 
viction that Britain will make no concesstons 
on that point. It is unbelievable that she 
would throw the Loyalists into the maw of 
the inridentist majority dominating Bire, Tt 
would amount to a most disgraceful betrayal 
of woll defined understanding and a reproach 
to the honour of any government deciding 
to do so, Therein lies the danger of this 
present conference coming to naught, Mr, de 
Valera is seeking a bargain which it will be 
hard to strike. He is reported to have ex- 
pressed his realization of the great diMeulties 
which have to be overcome, They arc in 
this connection almost, if not quite insuper- 
able. ‘There will be every possible agreement 
with his statement that “As far as the Trish 
Gelegation is concerned we earnestly desire 
to lay foundations for friendly relations be~ 
tween the peoples of the two countries.” 
‘That sentiment is undoubtedly heartily 
reciprocated, as is also the hope that the 
present conversations will make progress 
towards that end, But it is not unduly pes: 
simistic to fear that little progress in- 
deed will be made. Great Britain cannot 
abandon Northern Ireland, and no bargain on 
that basis can be made, To secure what Mr. 
de Valera has to offer, and it is really riot 
very much after all, the price paid would be 
the heavy price of dishonour, the sactifiee of 
principle to a mere shabby expedient. It is 
‘not surprising that Viscount Craigavon is #0 
unconcerned, Not need it be a causo for 
astonishment if the donference ultimately 
‘comes to naught, for it is better that Britain 
stiould forego whatever Mr, de Valera has to 
offer than obtain it at the price of her own 
soul.

‘Chinese bombers bombed Japanese 
warships belween Takung and Wuhu, 
sinking two of the. vessels. ‘The 
following day, nine Chinese bombers 
Jattacked the ‘airfield at Wuhu and 
released 75 bombs. Five Japanese 
pursuit ‘planes were destroyed on 
the fleld and another pursuit machine, 
‘which was just landing, was also 
demolished, the report declared. 

‘On January 7; Chinese bombing 
‘planes raided the Wuhu aerodrome 
twice in the morning, with the result 
that three Japanese machines were 
destroyed on the feld. Two days 
later Chinese bombers raided Kashin 
‘and also bombed the Hangchow aero- 
drome, dest. ing three Japanes

Japanese Representations to Police Filed: Indian and

News 
of the disturbances was frst recelved 
by the American consular authorities 
in Shanghal from the American 
Consul in Chetoo, ‘The U.S. Marble 
hhead left Tsingtao at 11am. yester~ 
day for Chefoo to protect the eighty 
or so Americans living in Chetoo, 98 
there is no American warship in the 
port at the present time. ‘The 
Marblehead Is expected to arrive in 
Chefoo some time to-day. In the 
meantime, it is reported that all is 
‘quiet in Chefoo for the present. It 
Is understood that the Marbichead's 
Visit to Chofoo wilt be purely tem- 
porary, and that she will leave as 
Soon as conditions quieten down, 

Meanwhile, British subjects and 
property in Chetoo are being protect 
ed by HMS. Lowestoft, which re- 
placed H.M.S, Delight about three 
days ago. The replacement was a 
routine matter, and was not affected 
by the outbreak of rioting and looting 
among the Chefoo police. HM. 
Lowestoft will, remain in Chefoo 
indefinitely.

T began. this odyssey with a back- 
ground of a three week's visit to 
Japan where I found the nation was 
mobilized to win the war, With the 


notable exception of a few groups | per 


which prudence enjoins me from 
mentioning, the people of Japan be- 
Weve in the righteousness of their 
‘cause, Although we knpw that the 
war has-been long planned and ‘en- 
aincered by their’ militarists — to 
establish 0 mighty Continental em= 
ite, the militarists were shrewd 
enotigh to realize that only by em- 
ploying fletitious reasons to justify 
the war could they succeed in mo- 
Dilizing the nation in its support. 

Only by convineing her people that 
China began the war and is therefore 
the aggressor, and that the life of 
Japan is endangered by the com- 
munism of China, have they been 
able to mobilize the ‘nation in sup- 
port of the war, ‘The propaganda of 
the press does not only deal reckless- 
ly with facts, but consistently distorts 
facts and go interprets them as to 
mould the public opinion to conform 
fo and support the military objec- 
tives. If there are any pacifists. in 
Japan, they have not the ghost of a 
chance to give ullerance to their 
convictions. 

‘Against this background my 
Journey took me through the heart 
of China which Is under. no Fascist 
for quasi-Fasclst domination, where 
they are’ intimately face-to-face with 
the realities of the war and its causes 
and where it is still possible for in- 
dividuals to give utterance to their 
convictions without fear of any dire 








consequences, 
1 was in Nanking and Chingliang 
immediately after, the disastrous 


defeat of: the Chinese armies at 
Soochow. and found a: remarkable 
unanimity omong them that the re- 
sistance agninst the aggressor must be 
continued at all costs, 


Contetbutions to the War 
I found the people generally .con- 
tributing toward the winning of the 
war and providing wadded garments 
and other comforts for the soldiers. 
In every city I visited there were 
numerous organizations canvassing 
the shops and the homes for contri 
bution shop Keepers and 
people of means were induced re- 
Peatedly to contribute to the war 
chest and especially assist in buying 
‘material and the making. of warm 
garments for their soldiers. ‘The 
people Took upon this war of defence 
fas thelr own and not merely, the 
concern of the war lords or thelr 
Government. 

Generally and comparatively 
speaking, the war refugee does not 
erento such a massive problem else- 
where as it has in Shanghal. This 
{is due to the policy of the provincial 
governments, They do not permit 
the refugees to become congested in 
the large cities, but ore scattering 
thom throughout the provinces. 
‘There were approximately only 30,000 
vefugees in all Shaniung, — the 
Inrgest number in. any. one place 
‘velng no more than 3, 

By this process of keoping the re- 
fugees on the move and diffusing 
thom throughout the country the ex- 
pense and responsibility for their 
maintenance is thereby ‘more equit- 
ably distributed, although while they 
are on the road they are compelled 
to eat much bitterness and not a few 
fall sick and are stranded by the 
wayside, 

Chengchow (Honan) being a large 
rallway centre, has become. a funnel 
through which this endless stream 
of refugees flows. It is not surpris- 
ing that T found’ a large number of 
sick stranded there. Wo are for- 
tunate to have an unusually efficient 
refugee Relief Committee there and 
‘we were able to inaugurate a pro- 
Ject of medical “reliet for sick re- 
fugees, ‘The National Christ 
Council War Relief Committee _hi 
‘made an , appropriation of $1,500.00 
for this purpose, 

Shan Rellef Projects 

Since Sian {s:the western terminal 
of the Lunghai Railway, it naturally 
Js the focus of a larger number of 
refugees than any other centres I 
visited north of the Yangtze Valley. 
‘There were between 10,000 and 15,000 
refugees of whom 0,000 required as- 
sistance In the way of shelter, food 
and clothing. ‘They came ’ from 
Shansi, Hopel and Honan in families 
and in village groups, . Most of them 
were from the middie grade class 
which form the backbone of China’ 
millions. 

‘The Provincial government is pro-

large medical centres set up by the|

Wounded soldiers, as at Nanchang, 
‘Sian, Wuhan, Changsha, 

While in Nanking, 1.200 woundes| 
soldiers were lying on the river bank| 
‘walting to be put on board an im 
provised hospitalship for transporta- 
tion to Wuhan. ‘Their clothing was 
@renched after days of fighting in the| 
rain. They were exposed to. the| 
biting chill of drizzle combined with 
‘a strong north wind, They were 
hungry and thirsty and thelr wounds 
tunatiended to, 

4 call came to the rellet committee: 
for dry waded garments for these 
1,200 men, ‘There were only 400 suits 
available,’ Since this request was not 
‘an unusual one and thelr resourees| 
‘were insumclent to cope with the. 
demands, they were afraid to dis 
tribute the 400 among the 1200 for 
fear that the other 800 in thelr misery. 
‘would fight for possession of this dry. 
warm clothing. It was only | by 
segregating the 400 most needy 
they were able to distribute tholr 
limited supply of warm clothing. 


Lack of Medical Supplies 


In Wuhan where thousands of 
wounded soldiers were entrained 10 
‘be despatched to the medical centre 
in Changsha, T found 300 of the more 
serlously wounded left behind pos 
sibly forgotten, crowded into a small 
room near the railway station just 
Jsouth of Wuchang, with no tea of 
water to quench their thirst, no food 
for over 24 hours, their wounds ain- 
dressed, Some were so parched from 
tihirst that they could no longer speak 
to make their needs known, 

‘several dead were lying among 
them, the stench of festering wounds 
was ‘almost unbearable, ‘There was 
only one medical attendant and he 
had no. medical. supplies beyond 3 
small quantity of alcohol and mer~ 
‘eurachrome, 

‘These instances are mentioned not 
to criticize or to condemn, ‘The war| 
was unwanted by China, “The Gov-| 
‘ernment was not prepared (0 face so 
formidable an enemy, and one 0] 
thoroughly “prepared ‘and equipped 
with every conceivable modern 
missile and instrument of destruction, 
T' am relating these conditions be- 
cause they are a summons to the 
Christin forees In China and 
throughout the world to come-to the 
reseue and set agencies into opera 
tion which will Took after the needs 
‘and the comforts of the wounded. 

Tn case there are some who would 
question the expediency or the ap- 
ropriateness for the Church to] 
engage in a ministry in behalf of the 
wounded soldiers, I wish to state 
Trt the “status” of the wounded 
soldier in China js different from that| 
prevailing in other countries. During 
the era of the warlords, when a) 
soldier was wounded and was so! 
fortunate as to get medical treatment 
In some hospital, it was the custom 
for his commander or warlord (0 
‘make him a grant of eight or $10 and 
with that transaction his relationship 
with the army terminated. 


Accepted Principle 
Out of this practice, there seems to 


have emerged a generally accepted 
principle that when a soldier has once 























been woundéd, he has therefore 


frutntied is obligations as a soldier 
jand shall not again be required to| 
[bear arms in the confit, The 
Jwounded soldier therefore assumes 
{for those who would do war rellef 
-|Wwork the same status asthe non- 
Jcombatant refugee with this dlt- 
ference, that he is suffering all the 
[bitterness and hardships of the re~ 
f| fugee plus the pain and suffering and 
helplessness induced by his wounds, 

1 would like to see the Christian 
{orees organize a medical auxiliary to 
‘work in the closest relationship with 
the Government and the - army’ 
medical units with the particular 
Durpose of ministering to the wound 
fed on thelr journey from the time 
that they leave the army base. until 
they are interned as patients in the 
allotted hospital ward. 

Tam sure God did not will this war. 
1 am convinced that China did not 
jwant it. Certainly the least that our 
Christizn organizations can do under 
circumstances like this is to make 
the maximum contribution to ease 
pain, to heal the wounded and create 
channels for the -love of our Lord, 
[Jesus Christ, to find expression in the 
midst of carnage and strife, 








OBITUARY. 
Lady (Clara) Ho Tung 


The death is announced, ‘with 
regret, of Lady (Clara) Ho Tung, W09 
passed away at her Peak residence 
In Hongkong on Jan, 6 after a 
brief iliness which ‘was largely. 
aggravated by her energetic work in 
connection with the relief of war 
‘sufferers and refugees. 

‘On New Year's Eve, folluwing a visit 
to wounded Chinese’ soldiers at the 
‘Tung Wah Hospital, she developed 
‘bronchitis, but in spite of that she 
jwent about her work of charity and 
love during the next two days until 
she was exhausted and had to be 
confined to bed. Her condition then 
was causing grave concern, it being 
realised from the very first that the 
fight for life was rendered _almost| 
hopeless because of weakness brought 
about by her exertions after the 
onset of bronchitis. As a result, 
Jconstant “attendance and devoted 
efforts on the part of Professor W. I. 
Gerrard, Dr, H. Balean, Dr. S.'C; 
Ho and Dr. Eva Ho Tung were of 
no avail, and the-end, from heart 
failure, came peacefully with almost 
‘every member of the family at her| 
bedside, including Sir Robert and, 
Lady (Margaret) Ho Tung. 

Sixty-two years of age, the late 
Lady Clara To Tung spent a life full 
fof interest and abounding in good 
Jworks, She had been received and 
welcomed ‘ty mony of the leading 
Chinese officials, among whom may 
be mentioned President Li Yuan- 
bung, President Hsu Shih-chang, 
Marshal Chang ‘Tso-lin’ and Mr. 
Liang Shih-yi. At the state burial 
of Dr, Sun Yat-sen she was a guest 
‘of Generalissimo and Madame Chiang 
‘Kai-shek, and last year, when again 
in Nanking, she was ‘received by 
President Lin Sen and many high 
government oficiats. 


A Staunch Buddhist 


Lady Clara was a staunch Buddhist, 
and her interest in this direction led 
hher to travel widely in China: she 
was always proud of her record of 
Raving seen all the five. celebrated 
Buddhist mountains in the country. 
‘She took a great. Interest tn social 
and welfare work, and true {0 the 
Budanistic ideal of ‘not destroying 
fife, had identified herseit “actively 
with the work of she Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
in Hongkong. 

‘A monument to her charitable sc- 
tivities is the Buddhist’ School. for 
poor children—an imposing welfare 
Institution and an artistic landmark 
situated in Happy Valley. tis 
[both a gathering place for the local 
Buddhist. community. and a school 
where some 200 girls ‘receive free 
tcducation, She had also, for a long 
time, maintained a free school in 
Macio, “until recent years. when 
health’ compelled her to. limit her 
social und educational activities to 
Hongkong; while from 1692. to. 1038 
Lady Clara.'was largely. responsible 
for the maintenance of an experi= 
mental junior middle school conduct 
ea _by. "the “Lignan University

HARBIN’S MUNICIPAL BUDGET 


an Money Devoted to 


City’s Defence: Artificial 


Wool from Milk 


Harbin, Jan. 4, 

‘The Harbin authorities have greeted 
the year 1938 with the unprecedented 
Municipal budget of 18402000 gob, It 
‘was revealed to representatives of the 
press by Mr. Kuchiki, director of th 
General Department’ of the Mun! 
lpality. One of the main reasons for 
this increase is the fact that tho 
‘opium Monopoly has come under the 
control of the elvil authorities, who 
thus have the monopoly's yearly 
turnover of 4,000,000 gobl added. to 
thelr recelpis. The exploitation “ of 
the oplum dens will, it was stated, be 
carried on with the’ aim of gradually 
lessening the number of addicts, now 
unfortunate slaves, to this harmful 
habit. 

‘Another reason for the budget’s ine 
‘crease Is the growth in expenditure 
towards the ‘strengthening of the 
city’s defences: the appropriation for| 
‘gasmasks, Increase in subsidies to the 
‘Air Defence Society, the aviation 

fy and the dog training society 

‘other preparatory measures, “The 
politi moment through which the 
country Is passing,” Mr. Kuchiki 
stated, “has reacted ‘rst on the dis- 
tribution ‘of our economic resources. 
‘This year only the most necessary 
civic “welfare” work will ‘be un- 
dertaken.”. Not less than $93,000 gobi 
Will be added to tho municipal re- 
celpts by the innovation of a property 
fund, and economy further will be 
pursued by quiting down expenses 
entailed by the upkeep of Municipal 
employees. 

On the other hand, 13,000 gobi have 
been allotted to the development of 
commerce and industry, which is 3,200 
‘gobi more than last year while 49,000 
gobl—an increase of 17,000 on. the 
previous year—will be devoted to, 
farming. 


No°More “Provisional Papers”

‘Tho manufacture of wool from 
‘kozein,” a by-product of milk, is 0 
plan that shows signs of ‘being 
fadopted in Manchoukuo. In_an_in« 
ferview with the local press Mr. M. A. 
Genffer, businessman and specialist 
‘on economic problems, stated that 
some time ago the makers of con- 
densed milk in Denmark had co 
cluded a contract with Talian manu 
facturers whereby artificial wool was 
produced in Milan out of “kezein, 
Maly, Mr. Genffer statéd, had carried 
this process well past the laboratory 
stage, and the manufacture of arti 
ficial’ wool which does not suffer by 
comparison to the genuine article but 
which is much cheaper, is proceeding 
fon quite a large scale in that country. 
‘This process is specially profitable as 
kozein is a by-product of lle that, is

FOUR NATIVE CHILDREN} 
ASPHYXIATED 


Mysterious Fumes Overcome 
Fourteen People 





‘Mysterlous fumes took the lives of 
four Chinese children on Janvary 
10 at houses in Lane 51, Stone 
Bridge Road, while ten other Chinese 
Were more or less serlously affected. 
Although carly reports had it, that 
the tragedy was due to a gas leakage, 
the Sharighal Gas Company emphatic: 
ally dented that such was the case, 
A search of the premises failed to 
roveol the presence of any charcoal 
oF other stove from which dangerous 
gases might have emanated, 

‘The plight of the occupants of the 
house "was discovered at Bam, 
‘and eaused threo separate ambulance 
alls to be made. The Fire Brigade 
conveyed a total of fourteen men, 
‘women and children to the Paulun 
Hospital. Four of the children, aged 
8, 9, 12 and 16 years, expired. ‘Eight 
other tenants ‘remained in the hospi- 
tal that night In. serious condition. 
while two were allowed to go after 
treatment. 

‘A fire call was sent to Sinza Sta- 
Yon ‘at 828 am, and the firemen 
spent over three hours in a search 
for, the cause, of the wholesale 
‘asphyxiation, ‘The impression was 
gained that the fumes had penetrated 
Into the houses from outside while’ 
the occupants were asleep. 











BOMB AT CHINESE 
PAPER OFFICES 


Three Coolies Injured When 
Hand-Grenade Explodes 


‘Three Chinese were badly Injured, 
one possibly fatally, when an un- 
Identified person threw a bomb into 
the door-way of the "Hwa Mei Wan 
Pao,” an American-registered Chinese 
‘morning and evening newspaper, on| 
Jan, 16. In the subsequent —con- 
fusion, ‘the man who threw the 
bomb sscaped and he is now being 
hhunted by the police. 

‘The oMices of the newspaper, one 
of the few Chinese-language journals 
to continue daily publicaticn since the 
Jopanese assumed control ‘of the 
censor’s office, are situated on 
‘Avenue Edward VH,.on the south 
Side of the road near Kiangse Road. 
‘As usual the street was fairly crowd 
€d, A number of coolies afd other 
employees of the “Hwa Mel Wan 
Pao” were on the premises at the 
‘ume, 

‘Suddenly, shortly before 7 pm, 
there was a terrific explosion in the 
door-way. It was subsequently found 
that the missile was a hand 
grenade of the —“potatomasher” 
type which many Chinese soldiers 
carry in ‘pairs across the chest. 
Eye-witnesses of the bombing sald 
that the man who threw the hand- 
grenade appeared to be a Chinese, 
but due to the rapidity swith which | 
the incldent occured they were un- 
able to give more than the vaguest 
description of him, 











Crilteat Condition 


‘Three coolies who were in the 
office on the ground floor at the 
time were severely Injured by the 
explosion, “They were all rushed off 
to hospital In‘an ambulance, and the 
condition of at least one of them 
Jost night was sald to be extremely 
eritical and he was not expected to 
ive: In addition, the whole of that 
Part of the “Hwa Mei Wan Pao's" 
office was wrecked when the bomb 
exploded.

‘Labour employed by Japanese con 
cerns and individuals will be given 
the benoflt of the new regulations im- 
mediately. 

‘Detaled Regulations follo 

‘The removal of goods and personal 
effegts belonging to foreigners is tree 
In principle ‘and_does not require 
‘permits of the Japanese Consulate- 
General and of tie Hongkew Branch 
of the Japanese Naval Landing Party. 

‘The process of picking up escorts 
at the Garden Bridge, which has so 
far been enforced, will also be 
‘abolished. Foreigners who want to 
Temove thelr goods or . “personal 
effects, sre required, however, to 
present themselves at’ the competent 
SIM.C. Police Station, and show a 
document or documents which will 
prove that they are the legal owners 
fnd obtain a permit, 

Tt “must be. noted, howevér, that 
the removal. of goods from the 
wharves of China Merchants’ Naviga~ 
tion Company and other places. of 
military Importance as well as from 
Wharves or factories owned by Chi- 
nese is prohibited.

‘Those employers 
Who want to Jet their Chinese servant 
live in their shops or factories have to 
submit to the Hongkew Branch of the 
Japanese Naval Landing Party-_an 
application stating to the above effect 
‘and obtain a permit, 

(e) Passage of workmen, ‘he pas- 
sage of Chinese workmen is allowed 
only for collective groups for the 
time being and the passage of an in- 
dividual is not allowed, 

‘Employers are requested to engage 
fone responsible person who possesses 
‘2 pass for each group, ranging from 
20'to 30 workmen, 

Spectal Exemptions 

(©) Exception. All. matters con- 
eerning Chinese employees of | the 
‘Municipal Counell, the Power Com- 
pany, the Shanghal Waterworks, and 
other public ulllity companies will 
Be dealt with as heretofore by the 
Hongkew Branch of the Japanese 
‘Naval Landing Party. 

(g) Date of enforcement. ‘These 
regulations will be enforced at once 
#0 Jong as Japanese employers are 
concerned, but in the ense of foreign 
‘employers, they will be put in force 
‘as from January 24, os preparations 
fon the part of the S.M. Police are

Police, it is 
Jadvisable for the employers to obtain 
in advance certificates from the 
Municipal Council, if they want to

‘The internationally famous “Jac- 
quinot Zone” in Nantao had a fre 
Seare on Jan, 1 when four empts- 
Chinese houses in Fong Pang Road, 
on the boundary of the zone, were 
destroyed by flames. The French Fire 
Brigade were called twice to the 
locality and battled the flames from 
3248 noon to 450 pm. and again 
from 6.12 to 8.40, p.m, 

‘The work of the French Brigade 
was made especially di Meutt by the 
Jack of water supply in Nantao, Tt 
‘became necessary to conduct water 
from ‘the nearest French hydrants 
in Boulevard des Deux Republiques, 
a distance of 2,500 fect. No-one was 
injured, 

‘The ‘French Fire Brigade, _on 
Jan, 12, was called to 231’ Rue 
de Marche, in the Concession, where 
five Chinese residents had been 
overcome by charcoal fumes from a 
stove. All the victims were revived 
at the scene and are reported to be 
‘out of danger, 

In the Settlement, Yangtszepoo Fire 
Station had three calls to Gres

ROBBERS ACTIVE IN 
SHANGHAI 


Armed Gang Arrested Before! 
Robbery Half Over 


Shanghai, Jan. 11. 
“Apparently well-informed robbers 
waylaid a Chinese in Canton Road, 
In. the ‘Louzn district, yesterday: 
morning, forced him into an empty 
house and robbed him of the money 
‘he carried: $2,268 in bank-notes. 

‘Two men participated in the rob- 
ery, which occurred at 8.30 o'clock, 
Both were dressed in black and 
both carried pistols, according to 
the ‘victim's report. 

‘Before daylight yesterday morning, 
a gang of eight iooted Chinese 
Gwelling-house at 6¢ Zau Ka Zah, 
off Brenan Road, obtaining a 
Quantity of clothing. Two of” the 
robbers had, pistols, 


Pollee Nab Gang 
Jan, 12. 

‘Turning out in what probably con- 
stitutes almost record time, foreign 
fand Chinese detectives from Louza 
Police Station yesterday evening.sur- 
rqunded a Chinese shop before the 
armed robbery within was halt over, 
‘and had four out of the five members 
fof the gang safely handcuffed and 
back at ‘the station before the gang- 
ters, really knew what it was all 
about. The whole of the booty was 
Fecovered and detectives were hot on 
‘the trail of the fifth member of the 
gang early. dast night, " 

‘The alarm to Louza Station wos 
turned in at 9,10 pm. by C.P.C. 1810, 
‘who reported that “the first shop east 
of Kwangse Roagl on Avenue Edward 
VII" was being robbed by an armed 
gang, and that he was standing by. 
At the station, all available reserves 
‘were hastily mobilized and a larg 
arty of foreign and Chinese detec 
fives, including Chief Inspector 
Sheliswell, Chiet Detective Inspector 
/V. Sharman, ‘Sub-Inspectors MeFeo, 
‘Tuck, McLennan and Black, and Ser- 
jgeants Nicholl, Rogan.» McDougall, 
Medley and MacAdle, rushed to the 
scene in the station's ‘cars. 

‘The scene of the crime was a Chi- 
nese bed-manufacturer’s shop at 650 
Avenue Edward Vit, and, learning 
from the C-P.C. that the robbers had 
not yet left the premises, the foreign 
‘and Chinese detectives’ surrounded 
‘the shop and rushed in, For a moment 
Jor two, all was pandemonium, inmates 
Jof the shop and the robbers them= 
selves. being so mixed up and alike 
that the police were unable to be 
sure” who was who, 

‘This was responsible for the escape 
of the fifth member of the gang. The 
other four, young coolle-type men, 
Feadily seized upon the contusion 10 
pretend to be inmates of the house 
‘and waved the detectives on in the 
“direction” the “eseaping robbers" had 


taken, 
Ruse Frustrated 

‘Their ruse, however, was neatly 
frustrated when the detectives prompt 
ly put everyone In the shop under: 
arrest; a subsequent rapid cross- 
examination, of course, soon enabled. 
them to separate the sheep from the 
}soats,.and four sorry-looking armed 
Fobbérs were soon in handeuffs and 
fbacie at the station. 

‘Meanwhile, having secured trom the 
men the address of the Afth man, 
detectives mshed off in cars to a. 
house in Shanse Road, only to dis- 
cover the man had nof yet returned. 
‘A watch was placed on the house, and. 
‘the subsequent hunt for the missing

Haines 
Registrar, in/H. M.” Police Court 
fon Jan, 11." Inspector J. Leslie ap- 
peared’ on behalf of” the SMP, 
Mr. H. D. Rodger held a. watching 
briet on bohalt of the complainant, 
Mr. Paul Niclsen, and Mr. C.. E 
Lowe represented the accused, 
‘After oceupying the morning, — the 
case was adjourned until Jan,” 18. 
‘Mr. Nielsen stated in evidence that 
between 640 and 643° pm. on 
December 5, he was struck by a car 
while crossing Avenue Foch. about. 
a hundred yards west’ of Chengtt: 








Road: He had been walking on the 
north pavement of the street, and 
was crossing the street "diagonally 





in a southwesterly direction when 
the car struck him. He looked right 
‘and left before erossing, but did 
not notice any traffic. "He walked 
five or six stops, and then caught 
glimpse of a car approaching at 
4 great speed from the” west, He 
then walked two steps backwards 
towards the pavement to avoid being 
hit by the car, and at the same time 
the ear turned in his diteetion, 

“T folt’ a terrific ‘smash against 
my knee and forehead,” witness 
continued, “and then Tfell to the 
ground. I, tried to get up, but was 
Unable ‘to “do #0." "The weather was 
quite good at the time, he stated, 
‘and the street lights were tumed on, 
enabling him to see the roadway, 
‘There was a shed in the road a 
hundred yards west of where he 
was standing when he was struck. 


Road Not Badly Lighte 
Crossaexamined by Mr, 
witness: denied that the 
badly lighted at the time, There 
Were not many people "in the 
Vielinity when the "-accldent™ took 
place.

INQUEST ON W. J. €. SHOPPE 
Before Mr, C. H. Hatnes, Coroner 

Inquest Adjourned) * 

Prior to the fatal aceldent in which 
Mr. W, J.C. Shoppec fell down a 
ft shaft’ In Broadway Mansions on 
December 31 last year, a barrier 
‘about three feet in height had been 
placed across the lift door on th 
'Recond floor, from which Mr. Shoppe 
fell, The Varrier left three or four 
Inches space from the wall at each 
end, This was brought out at the 
Inquest on Mr. Shoppe held before 
Mr. C. H, Haines, Coroner, in H. M. 
Police Court on Jan, 11, and adjourn- 
ed until 2 pm. Jan.” 13. “Medical 
evidence was given by Dr. E. A. 
Aylward and Dr. E.G, “Gauntlett, 
Dr. Aylward sold that he saw Mr, 
Shoppec in hospital at 6 pm. on 
December 31, He was unconscious, 
bleeding at the Ieft ear, and bore 
all the evidence of a fractured skull.

re of the left femur. His condi- 
tion was hopeless. 

Dr, Gauntlett sald that at 620 pm. 
on December 1 he was called to 
the Goneral Hospital to see Mr.

signs of having been disturbed. The 
witness who gave this testimony, Mr. 
F, M. Howard, engineer of the Stang- 
hal Land Investment Co, said that he 
‘could not suggest any way in which 
Mr. Shoppes could have got through 
the barrier, and have left it as it was 
found. 

“He might have thought that he 
was going down a staircase, but In 
that ‘case he must have pushed it 
aside”, mid Mr. Howard, “it w uld 
have been dificult for him to topple 
over it without the barrier showing. 
‘Some signs of damage. But I don't 
think it likely that be would have 
mistaken the lift shaft for a stairease, 
especially as he was a man who knew 
thes building.” 

Mr. Howard sald that after the ac- 
ident he and Inspector Moir of the 
‘SMP, went up to the second floor 
to see if the barrier was in place. 
‘They found the barrier in place, and 
‘one light on. This Tight was ‘only

Assuming that a man 
knew his way about the building, and 
wanted to leave, he would have gone 
through the swing doors to the East 
Wing corfidor, and from there to the 
assenger itt’ or stairease?—That Is 
what T would have done in the cir 
cumstances. 

‘You must have come to the con- 
glusion that it was from the secon: 
oor that he fell?—Yes. 

Once he got inside the barrier. 
would there have been enough light 
for him to see the lift well?—No, it 
would have been quite dark inside. 

Could he have stepped over the 
barrier?—T don’t think he could possi- 
bly have stepped over it. Me was 0 
short man, 

Witness stated that the Otis Eleva- 
tor Company were responsible for 
repairs to the lift, and precautions 
were taken by thom at the doors 
which were under repair. 

Mr, Haines: ‘The precautions do 
not seem to me to have been very 
good ones—The building was not 
‘open to the public until the next day. 

‘Would entrance have been refused 
to anyone wanting to interview one 
of the hotel staff?—No, 

‘Witpess stated that more precau- 
tions would have been taken had the 
‘building been open to the public, but 
the precautions taken were ample 
for anyone working in the building, 
and there “should. not have been 
‘one chance in a thousand of them 
falling through.” 

Question of Barrier 

‘The Coroner stated that the only 
plausible way of explaining thr acel- 
dent was that deceased walked 
through the doorway thinking that he 
‘was on firm groand, and that there 
was no barrier placed in front of the 
door at the time. The barrier might 
have ‘been placed there. afterwards 
‘The Coroner remarked to the Press 
‘aht he only made this statement ar 

‘Seemed possible from the evidence 
at his “disposal. 

Witness said that he did not think 
that there was time for anyone 10 
place a barrier in front of the lit 
door before he and Inspector Moir 
arrived on the seene. ‘The Coroner 
noted down that witness could not 
ay that the barrier had not been re- 
moved and replaced by some. un- 
authorized person up to the time that 
‘Mr. Shoppee fell down the lft shaft, 

Evidence was also given by Mr. 
A. 'S, Hersee, manager of Broadway 
Mansions, Who interviewed Mr. 
Shoppee ‘for the space of about 2 
minute shortly before the occ . 
Mr. Hersee stated that he spoke to 
Mr. Shoppee in the main entrance 
‘ali ‘ot ‘the building. ‘Mr. Shoppes 
was enquiring aboat Flat 39, situated 
on the twelfth koor of the east wing.

Objections raisod to the adminis 
trator’s account and report of the 
estate of the late Mr. Frank Lewis 
Hough by William Af Hough and 
Helen H. Silvsemsn, respectively 
orother ani sister of the deceased, 
will be overruled, in the opinion 
of Judge Milton J. Helmick ‘of the 
U.S. Court for China, given on Jan, 
10:— 

‘This matter arises on objections to 
the final account and report of the 
Administrator by William M. Hough 
and Heicn H. Silverman, broth<y and 
sister of the’ deceased. Since the ce: 
ceasid loft no will and no children, 
his brothers and sisters share in his 
separate ostate with the widow, 
under the kiws of the District of 
Columbia. ‘The objectors complain 
that a certain valuable collection of 
ivory and a motor car owned by the 
@eceased at the time of his death 
were not ineludcd among the assete 
of the estate, nor administered, but 
were treated’ as tho joint property 
Jor ‘the deceased and his wife, to 
Which she succeeded on his death, 
The fuels, which were mostly settled. 
‘by “stipulation, are as follows: 

"The deceast, Frank L, Hough. and 
his wife, Ella J. Hough, before the 
former's death maintained joint bank 
accounts in both the New York and 
Shanghai oMices ofthe National City 
Bank of New York. Theso accounts 
were ereated and maintained under 
en agreement of joint. tenaney, 
Jexceuted by Frank L. Hough and 
Ella J. Hough on the printed forms 
furnished for that purpose by the 
bank. On ‘or about November 24, 
1833, ‘the deccased purchased a 1933 
Cadittae sedan in Shanghai and paid 
for it with a check signed “by ‘him 
jane, drawa upon the joint account 
with the New York office of the 
bank, The Shanghai munielpal license 
for the car was taken in the name of 
Frank L, Hough and the car was used 
foe “ordinary "family “and ‘pleasure 
‘the collection were acquired from. 
time to time in China and paid for 

ith monies drawn from the joint 
account, with the Shanghal office of 
the bank. The collection was kept in 
the Shanghai residence of Mr. Hough 
‘and his wife as a part of its furnish- 
ings, 

‘The objectors contend that the car 
and “the ivories wore not held —in 
Joint tenancy but became the 
separate property .of the deceased. 
because the withdrawal of funds 
from the joint account was a sever- 
fance which destroyed the joint ten- 
ancy in the absence of an sdditional

What a Joint Tenancy Is 

‘The distinctive characteristic of 
Joint tenancy fs that, “upon the 
death of one of the joint tenants, 
there being no severance, his inter- 
est descends fo the survivor.” —~ 33 
©. J, 903. In order. to haye a joint 











there must exist. four 
: (1) Unity of Interest... (2) 
Unity of title, (9) Unity of.time, 


Unity of possession. A joint fenancy 
‘may be terminated or “severed,” as 
It “ig frequently called, by any’ act 
‘Which destroys one or more of its 
unities—83 C.J, 907. Counsel for Ad- 
ministrator cities the ease of In re, 
Harris estate, 109 Calif, 725, 147 Pac. 
967, which he says disposes of the 
question here against the objectors. 
‘That case is unquestionably on “all 
fours" with the instant cass and the 
‘court there ruled that, “the property 
faequired with money taken from the 
bank account” would retain the 
character of joint property, the same 
‘as the money with which it was 
‘obtained, unless by some agreement 
betwern’ the ‘parties Its character 
was. changed.” 

‘The Harris case has been followed 
by several other decisions in Calle 
fornia. According to Justice ‘Marks 
of the California Court of Appeals, 
in a concurring opinion in Legar v. 
Erickson, 50 Pac, 2nd 1287, the Harris 
‘case was the definite origin of an 
exerplion tothe rule that where 
Personal property is purchased with 
Joint tenancy funds’ and title is 
laced in the name of one of the 
contenants the joint tenaney estate 
is terminated by the destruction of 
fone of its necessary unities; namely, 
unity of title. Few dreisions on the 
point from other states are to be 
found. However, the New York 
Court’ of Appeals announced a rule 
somewhat. similar to the California 
doctrine in the ease of Morkowitz 
¥, Morrow, 167 N.E.806, and Morrow

“OPEN DOOR” CLOSED 


Manchoukuo Example Cited 
by Pacific Institute 


San Francisco, Jan. 9. 

1g Japan repeats in the ‘northern 
Chinese provinces she has occupied 
the forelgn trade and investment 
policies she has applied to Manchou- 
Kuo, the famous Open Door for 
western nations in China will bee 
come merely a one-way. passage— 
‘and that outward, according to a 
aurvey of the Institute of Pacific 
Relations. 

‘While at all times proclaiming che 
‘maintenance of the open door policy 
in Manchoukuo, Japan has succeeded. 
by euch measures as the organization 
of a state monopoly on petroleum, 
which squeezed out oll the foreign 
concerns, in making foreign trade 
and investment there Impossible. 

“In Manchoukuo,” the survey 
finds, “foreign trade, commercial 
‘enterprise and invesiments, other 
than Japanese, have been substantial 
ly redueod, ‘With one or two un 
important ‘exceptions, foreign capital 
‘has not shared in the development of 
the boom for Japan has taken to 
tvelf a practical monopoly of Man- 
churian development. 

“Theoretically the open door has 
remained open, but in practice the 
net result has been the necessary 
withdrawal of foreign interests. Only 
in the case of the government oit 
monopoly did the foreign governments 
even have an opportunity to protest.” 

Restrictive Regulations 

In reply to the expressed desire of 
Japan to have foreign capital 
asioelated with it in the development 
of Manchoukuo and which has result- 
ed in British, French, German and 
Belgian trace missions being sent 
there, the Institute finds they could 
find apparently no opportunities for 
investment on conditions acceptable 
ta them. ‘Tho monopolistic nature 
of the various Japanese enterprises 
already established left no opening 
for foreign capital, 

“Controlled economy and oficial 
monopoly have been the guideposts 
of Manchurian development,” the 
survey says 

‘The Institute finds that if Japan 
‘applies these same methods in the 
other northern Chinese provinces 
‘which she has dominated, the oftect 
‘on foreign trade ond investment will 
be even more marked, for foreign 
interests in the northern sections are 
far greater than they were in Man 
-churia, 

‘The Institute reports that it is 
really questionable whether Japan 
‘has guficient capital to undertalce the 
development of the newly controtied 
provinces but estimates that in any 
feyent she will try to pursue a system 
‘of monopolistic development along 
tho same lines as in Manehoukuo—

Capt. Musick, Pioneer Flier; First Officer Sellers, Noted 
Ex-Pilot of C.N.A.C., Among Missing 


Pago Pago, Samoan Islands, Jane 13. 
FFICERS of the U.S.S. Avocet returning here at 6.15 this 


morning reported that no 


bodies or trace of bodies from 


the missing Pan-American Samoan Clipper could be found. Bits 
of wreckage and personal belongings floating on the surface of 
the water indicated that the plane had exploded and sunk at a 
spot in the ocean more than 1,000 fathoms deep and where the 
entire surface of the sea was covered with bits of wood and paper 
from the plane's interiorr A pair of trousers with a bent tie clasp 
in the pocket, a coat bearing the Pan-American insignia and the 
yadio operator's coat full of jagged holes were the only remaining 


clues to the fate of the airmen. 


‘The trousers were believed to be the property of the Assistant 
Engineer Officer, Mr. J. A. Brooks. The torn coat of the radio 
operator led investigators on the Avocet to believe that the Samoan 


plane exploded while conducting

In 1937, when a strong man was 
again needed, this time to suggest and lead 
u measure for the safety of some of the 
poorest of his fellow creatures, Father 
Sacquinot was there once more, ready for the

{n some men, so ran my reilexiouns, one 
might well assume that they were more 
motivated by a sense of the Name that would

Celibate Clergy ? 


‘A controversy has been aroused of 
a type one had hardly expected ever | 
to seo in England again.

But 
even in this no hard and fast rule 
ean be drawn. And judging by one 
reference of St. Paul's (“have we not 
power to lead about a sister, a wife” 
ele.) it would seem that the earllest 
missionaries were married men who 
took their wives with them. 

‘What, 1 want to see in. this corres- 
pondente is something from a par- 
son's wife. If ever iy family allow 
me to have anything to do with the 
running of our house, I am appalled 
at the endless attention to detail that 
it requires, Add to this the details 
of running a parish and you realize 
‘that very special qualities are needed 
by the girl who marries a parson. 

“And such families as they do have, 
too, There is something to be said 
for a celibate clergy. 

‘Alter being left to fend for them- 
selves for generations nurses are in 
‘danger of being killed with too much 
Kindness, T wrote recently of | the 
Commission which the Government 
Nad set up to inquire into the con~ 
ditions of thelr work. But the ‘Trade 
‘Union Congress, at their annual con- 
ference decided that nurses must 
be unionized, and the idea was 30 
eagerly taken up that there are now 
10 different organizations offering to 
take nurses as ‘members and guaran- 
teeing to see thay they get thelr rights 

‘To. simplify matters the TU.C. is 
forming a Federation of Health Ser- 
vices which will cover most branches 
of the nursing profession. Among 
the reforms desired are that proba- 
loners’ training should begin at 17 
Gwith preliminary training from 15): 
that the minimum pay ” of a stat 
nurse should be £75 a year instead 
of £40-65, and of a ister £95 to 
£120 instead of £70 to £85; and 
that maximum amount of work’ must 
not excoed 48 hours a week or 96 
hours a fortnight, Actually in rather 
more than a quarter of our hospitals 
the nurses “work 10-11 hours dally 
and at very much lower pay than 
the scales” suggested, | Meanwhile 
nothing presumably will be done 
until the Government | Commission 
gots through its inquiry, Tt is im~ 
possible to imagine hospital nurses 
Boing on strike, So they deserve the 
more consideration. But tt will mean 
thay the hospitals have to put up 
thelr charges. 














Unions for Nurses 


‘The League of Nations, whieh 
though somewhat in the shade politi- 
cally, continue to do an enormous 
‘amount of good social work, has lately. 
fpublished ‘a strong warning on the 
harm that girls do to themselves by 
excessive exercise and by certain 
sorts of games. One had a sneaking 
‘dea that rowing for example was not 
pastime for girls, and it is satls- 
factory 0 Ond confirmation from the 
‘array of doctors, educationalists and 
teachers of gymnastics whom the 
League has consulted, 

‘Besides rowing, they condemn sprint 
racing, fencing, and swimming except 
in moderation. Anything, in short, 
which compels the heart to put out 
{is maximum effort is bad for gitls 
And the League's reporters urge that 
after games of a strenuous nature 
lasting 20 minutes, three hours! rest 
is required. 

Quite 10° years ago _a_movement 
against hockey began in many. girls’ 
Schools. It was sald that exertion in 
2 sideclong position, which hockey’ 
entails, was bad for girls’ develop~ 
ment, and lacrosse, was played instead, 
Rowing, football and cricket only ap- 
peal to a very’ small minority, So 
perhaps the League is using a Nas- 
myth hammer to erack a nul. But 
the main point is that the girls shold 
rot evack thelr nuts, or rather con~ 
stitution, “God Almighty made ‘em 
to match the men” says. Dolly Win- 
throp. But not fo do the same things.
